loſt, Some will have it to be the inſtitutes 
of Laokium, another Chineſe philoſopher, | 
cotemporary with Confucius, and founder of 
the ſect Tao-flce ; but theſe labour under 
the ſame difficulty, in regard to the langu- 
age, with thoſe who attribute it to Con- 
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fucius. There are others, who from ſome 
particular marks and ſentiments which they 


find in it, ſuppoſe it to be written by the 


bramin Dundamis, whoſe famous letter to 
Alexander the Great is recorded by the Eu- 
ropean writers. With theſe Cao- tſou him- 
ſelf ſeems moſt inclined to a degree; at leaſt 
ſo far as tœ think, that it is really the work of 
ſome ancient bramin; being fully perſuad- 


ed, from the ſpirit with which it is written, 
that it is no tranſlation. One thing how- 
ever occaſions ſome doubt amongſt them; 


and that is, the plan of it; which is entirely 
new to the eaſtern people, and ſo unlike 
any thing they have ever ſeen, that if it
